Tlie President's Message Ac- 
coninanying the Bcport of 
the Commission. 
WASHINGTON, Apra 5—The following 


is the President's message transmitting 
the report of the 8sn Domingo Commis- 
sioners : 
To (lie JSenate and House of 


(ices. 
I have the honor to submit herewith to 


the two Houses of Congress the report of 
the Commissioners appointed in pursu- 
ance of a' joint resolution approved Jan- 
uary IS, 1B71. It will be observed that 
this report more than sustains all that I 
bjwa heretofore said in regard to the pro- 
ductiveness and heslthfnlness of the Bo- 
pubho of San Domingo; of the unanimi- 
ty of the people for annexation to the 
United States; and of their peaceable 
character. It is due to the public, as it 
certainly is to myself, that I should hero 
give nil the circumstances which first led 
to the negotiation of the treaty for an- 
nexation of the Republic of Sim Domingo 
to the United States. 


When. I accepted the arduous and re- 


sponsible position which I now hold I did 
not dream of instituting any steps for ac- 
quisition of insular possessions. I be- 
lieved, however, that our institutions 
wera broad enough to extend over the en- 
tire continent as rapidly as other peoples 
might desire to bring themselves under 
our pr6teetion. I believed further that 
we should not permit any independent 
government within the limits o* Norrh 
America to pass from condition of inde- 
pendence to one of ownership, a protec- 
tion under an European power. 


Soon after my inauguration as Presi- 


dent I was waited upon by an agent of 
President Baez with the proposition to 
annex the Republic of San Domingo to 
the Vnited States. This gentleman rep- 
resented the capacity of the island, the 
desire of the people and their character 
and habits about as they have been de 
scribed by the Commissioners whoso re- 
port 
accompanies this message. 
Ho 


stated further that being weak in num- 
bers and poor in purse, they were not 
capable of developing their great 
re- 


sources ; that the people had no incentive 
to induttry on account of lack of protec- 
tion for their accumulations, and that ii 
not accepted by tho United States, with 
institutions which they loved above any 
other nation, they would be compelled to 
seek protection elsewhere. To theso state- 
ments I made no reply and gave no indi- 
cation of what I thought ot tho proposi- 
tion. In tbe course of time I was waited 
on by a second gentleman from San Do- 
mingo, who made tha satno rcprcpenta' 
tions and who was received iu lilce man- 
ner. 


In view of thepo facts whioh uhad | been 


laid before me, and with an earnest deeho 
to maintain tbe Monroe doctrine,! behove 
that I would be derelict in my duly if 1 
did not take measures to ascertain the ex- 
a t wish of the government andtthe inhabi- 
tants of tho republic of San Domingo m 
regard to annexation, and communicate 
information to the people of the United 
States. Under attending circumstances, I 
felt that if I turned a deaf ear to this ap 
peal I might in future be iustly thargcc 
with flagrdctlcegleot of public interota and 
utter disregard of the welfare of a down 
trodden race, praying for the blessings of 
a free and strong government and for pro- 
tection iu the enjoyment of tho frui's o 
their own industry. 


These opponents of annexation Jwbo 


have heretofore professed to be ptoami 
nently the friends of the rights ot man . 
believed would be my most violent attiul 
ants if I neglected so clear a duty. Ac 
cordingly after having appointed a Com 
missioner to visit tbe island, who declinec 
on account of sickness, I selected a seconc 
gentleman, in whose capacity, judgment 
and integrity I had and havo yet tho 
most unbounded confidence. Ho visitec 
San Domingo not to secure or hasten an 
nexation, but, unprejudiced and unbiased 
to learn all the facts about tbe govern 
ment, the people, and tbe resources o 
that republic. 


Ho went certainly a« well prepared i 


make an unfavorable report as a favorabl 
one if facts warranted it. His report ful 
ly corroborated the views of the prcviou 
Commissioners, and upon lU receipts 
telt tbat a sense of duty and due regart 
for our great national interests require! 
me te negotiate a treaty for tbe acquisi 
tion of the republic of San Domingo. As 
soon aa it become publicly known tha 
such a treaty had been negotiated the at 
tention of the country-was occupied with 
allegations calculated"" to 
prejudice tho 


merits of the case, and with those whose 
duty bad connected them'with it. 


Arnidat the public excitement thus cre- 


ated tha treaty failed to receive thercquis 
ite two-thirds vote of the Senate and was 
rejected. But whether the action of thai 
body was based wholly upon the merits oi 
tlie treaty, or might not have bcea in 
tome degree influenced by such unfoiuid 
ed allegations, could not be known by the 
people, because the debates of tlio Senate 
in secret session ure not published.

dertheie ciroumetancei I deemed it due 
t) th!) office wh:oh I hold, and due to tlie 
character of the agents who had been 
charged with the investigation, thut «,uch 
proceedings] should be had a» would en- 
able the people to know tlio truth. 


A Commission was therefore const!tutcdt 


under authority of Congress, conoisting o] 
gentlemen lelected with special reference 
to their high character and capacity for 
the laborious work entrusted to them, who 
were instructed to visit fto spot aud re- 
port upon facts. 
Other eminent citizens 


were requested to accompany the Commis- 
sion ha order that the people might hu 
the benefit of their views. 


Students of science, and correspondents 


of the press, without regard to political 
opinions, were invited to join the expedi 
tion, and their members were limited only 
by the capacity of the vessel. 


The mere rejection by tbe Senate of tho 


treaty negotiated by the President only 
indicates differeDoe of opinion of povern- 
ment without touching the character or 
wounding the pride of either. But when 
such rejection takes place, simultaneously 
with charges openly nude of corruption 
on the part of tho President, or of those 
employed by him, the case ia different 
Indeed, in such case, the honor ot the na- 
tion demands investigation. 
This has 


been accomplished by it report of the Com- 
missioners, herewith 
transmitted1, anc 


which lully vindicates the purity of mo- 
tives and action ofjthoso who reprotout th 
Uuited States aud the negotiation. 


And now my task is finished, and with 


it ends all personal solicitude upou tha 
subject. My duty being done, yours bc- 
gioH, and I gladly hand over the whole 
matter to tho judgment of the American 
people and of tilt representatives in Con 
gross assembled. The facts will now bo 
tpread before the country, and n decision 
rendered by that tribunal whose convic- 
tions so seldom err, and egainst vhoc 
will I have no policy to enforce. My 
opinion remains unchanged—indeed, it is 
confirmed by the report, that the interests 
of our country and of S4n Domingo alike 
invite annexation of that republic. 


In view ol the diftorenoe ot' opinion upon 


this subject, I suggest tbat no action be 
taken at the present session beyond the* 
printing and general dissemination of the 
report. Before the neit session of Con- 
gress the people will have considered the 
subject and formed an intelligent opmio_ 
concerning it, which opinion deliberatelj 
made up, it will be the duty of every de 
partmeiit of the government to give heed 
and no one will more cheerfully conforn 
to it than myself. 


It is not only the theory of our Consti 


tution tbat the will oJ the people, conaU 
tutionally expressed, ig the supreme law 
but I have ever believed that all men are 
wiser than any one man, and if the peo 
pie, upon full presentation of the fact* 
shall decide that tbe annexation of .the re- 
public ii 'not desirable, qvery departmen 


government ought to. acquiesce in that 


decision, la. again submitting to Con- 
gress tho nubject upon whioh pnblio senti- 
ment hag been dmded, and whick hag 
been made the occasion of acrimonious de- 
rates in Congress, as well as unjust asaer- 
ions elsewhere, I may, I trust,: b* in- 
dulged in a single remark. No man can 
tope to perform the duties so delicate and 
•esponsibla « pertain to the Presidential 
ffioe -without sometimes incurring the 
lostility oi those who deem their opinion! 
and wishes treated with insufficient eon- 
ideration, aud he who.undertakes to con- 
duct the affiurs of a great government as 
' faithful publio servantr if:sn»tain*d 'by 
ha approval of his own conjoienoe,- may 
rely with confidence upon the Os'nSor and 
ntelligonce of a frea people whose bestin- 
.ereats he has striven to subserve, and-oan 
bear with patience the censure of disap- 
pointed men.

The people revolted in all parts of tbe 


interior, and aided by greater knowledge 
of the country and greater familivi-j 
with guerrilla warfare, resisted all at- 
tempts to put them down. They finally 
diove the Spaniards into tho strongholds 
on the coasr, where thu soldiers diad by 
wholesale ol the malignant fevers engen- 
dered in close and filthy barracks, devoid 
}f all sanitary appliances.

oeqes no exact data could bo obtained. 
The best opinion seemed to be that the 
.Spaniards sent in all about 35,000 troops, 
of whom between 0,000 and 8,000 were 
ost by desertion aud causes above alluded 


To the surprise of the Commission, in 


almost all parts of the country, even the 
remotest, the people wero found to be 
familiar with the question of annexation 
to the United States and to have discussed 
it among themselves with intelligence. 
Everywhere there "as a general agree- 
ment in the direction that their only hope 
of permunent peace and prosperity is in 
annexation to, and becoming a part of the 
people of the United States. The Com- 
missioners nay that the greater friendship 
for the United Status than for other 
powers ia due largely to colonies which 
went out to the island years ago. The peo- 
ple seem more unanimous for annexation 
than the Commission has known any peo- 
ple to be on any great political question. 
An exceedingly small portion ia opposed 
to annexation, and these are chiefly trader* 
and agents ot foreign housee, whose hobi- 
ner-s would suffer by the change. 


The Commission and all connected with 


it traveled in all parts of the island with- 
out gnard or weapon, and all in perfect 
safety. It was deemed unnecessary to 
accumulate tbe written testimony of wit- 


which'was everywhere uniform. 


The Commissioners did not have to search 
after evidence of the disposition of the 
people. ' Individual citizens, bodies of 
men, 
delegations from masonic, industrial 


and mutual aid societies, representatives 
of ecclesiastical associations, and people of 
all kinds came to them in such numbers 
and with such frequency tbat their visits 
became almost a burden, all declaring their 
desire for annexation. 


Soon after the treaty of annexation was 


negotiated, a popular vote was taken in tho 
manuer unual in tbat republic, aa required 
by the treaty, which resulted in an almost 
unanimous expression in favor of annexa- 
tion to the United States. Whatever-may 
be individual preferences or opinion* as to 
the best form, of taking the vote of^an en- 
tire nation on a subject of thatmajrgltude, 
the great mass of the evidence "Before the 
Commission goes to show that this was a 
truthful expression of the will of the peo- 
ple, and' in all tbe expeditions, either of 
members of their own body or tbeir agents, 
ample corroboration of this opinion met 
them at every point." 


The physical, mental nnd moral condi- 


tion was founa\o be much better than an- 
ticipated. 
Tho population is almost 


wholly of mixed blood, in every conceiva- 
ble degree. Tho cultivated and educated, 
such as the officials, compare well with thu 
same class iu other countries, and they ap- 
pear as. well ag the eamo clan* eUewheru. 
There is an entire absence of all prejudice, 
of race or color. They appear respectful 
and polite, kind and hospitable. !No pau- 
per class exists, and begging is almost un- 
known. They are a temperate people and 
drunken men are rarely seeo. Among tho 
otl)er popular vices is that of petty - gam- 
bling, which is indulged in openly and ex- 
tensively, especially by the Spanish por- 
tion of the people.

have we nought to fear? He replied, the 
Armv of Me Tennessee yet lives. Was 
not Grant President, Belknap Secretary of 
War, and Sherman at the head of our ar- 


mies? Let but tbe head of a new rebel- 
lion but grow large enough to become an 
overt act and threaten the common peace, 
and weal and hemp, not'guu powder, will 
do for it. The cation was now tree. There 
bad been throes of fearful agony, result- 
ing in new life. The spirit-of liberty, 
long cherished by the , republic, teemed 
from the beginning of the war, to an- 
ticipate its proper conclusion and to plume 
her wings tot, a broader and freer flight. 
Her foresight wse divine and reached tar- 
beyond the thoughts of men. Disaster to 
our arms wag her earliest and moat bene- 
ficial achievements. She hovered along 
the roughest edges of the virying.eonfiict 
with an eye ever eager for her own ad- 
vantage, withholding success so long as it 
threatened her defeat, but bestowing vic- 
tories with lavish hand when the results 
of peace to her oanse were no 'longer 
doubtful but fixed beyond recall or 
repeal. Time Bud experience hud much 
to 
teach 
us 
yet 
as 
to 
the 


wisest course to pursue in our new life, 
and we might leave all speculations as to 
the future to their proper time and place, 
rejoicing now in the heartfelt assurance 
and gratification that tbe past at leant was 
secure. But let as be confident that this 
spirit was yet abroad and means to do its 
work. The soldier of thought as well as 
of action was yet laboring in every quar- 
ter. Past sufferings and present need of 
aid had erased his aelnhnees, dangers 
often mot had strengthened hit courage un-

thusiasm, and the fires of his old leaders, 
thongb now on other field?, commanding 
" forward ! the whole line I" gave him di- 
rection and determination.

The at- 
tempt to fetter the steps of the citizen was 
vuin. The nation was not only free, but 
the individual was to be free in the. prac- 
tice of every lawful pursuit and the en- 
gagement of every personal right whore- 
ever onr flag floats or power extends. The 
Union is preserved and its functions re- 
stored. The dangers of war, and the no 
less perilous threats of succeeding years, 
had been terminated and we again saw 
each State represented in tbe Hou^o aud 
Senate. To be thus at peace, free and 
united, and with the display of the power 
of tho people in the late war, resulted in 
vindicating the cause of our Republican 
Government and strengthening our influ- 
ence among the other nations of th« earth. 
The United States had no second place in 
the councils of the Ttorld. At each suc- 
cessive contest, whether with foreign or 
domestic foes, this country had exhibited 
tbe will aud power of a nation truly 
great, and wise as great 
Within the 


past ten years she had suffered, and part 
of the account was settled that had been 
by our swords. 
Tho remainder she pro- 


posed to submit to arbitration, and with 
th« hope of an equally honoruhlj result. 


The speaker then entered into a-review 


of the events of the past year, touching 
eloquently upon the French and German 
war which swept Bway a throne and left 
a people in the ash of humiliation. 
Let 


us with assidious care cultivate pbilan- 
throphy, the arts and science and religion, 
but let us with « knowledge of -what un- 
linppy France has suffered and -what the 
Uuited States in all times past gained by 
tha sword, strike hands once more in mem- 
ory of our military career, and next to 
God and humanity, put our faith in the 
spirit which animated Sherman's army 
and the regulars and volunteers of the 
Union. 


He alluded to the intense gratification 


of those who had participated in their 
country's deience' and advancement, and 
said tbe Army of the Tennessee did great 
deeds, and all the departments of the 
State's service, individually and combined, 
illustrated in a peculiar manner the quali- 
ties of American character which gained 
success on tbe fields, preserved its fruits 
by subsequent statesmanship, and by ex- 
alted virtue crowned victory with tbe at- 
tributes of justice and mercy. He then 
proceeded to consider those qualities and 
illustrate with a few promiuct leaders ol 
this army. This army oame from States 
strongly sympathetic aud of a homogenious 
people, almost wholly from Western and 
Northwestern States. There was among 
its members hearty co-operation and sin- 
gleness of purpose among all grades. This 
army, us well as those of the Mississippi, 
Ohio and Cumberland, was peculiarly 
Western, and the soldier* brought wilh 
them to the camp the striking qualities of 
thsir people. There was the fellowship 
which Western necessitates and experi- 
ences had cultivated ; there was compre- 
hension and foresight which distinguished 
those whose breadth of thought and quick- 
ness of perception had marked out the fine 
results we now saw iu the develop- 
ment of the West. 
This was not

what might be, but with this last has this 
people united the will to do and fortitude 
and perseverence in doing which seem to 
have redoubted and redoubled from the 
very resistance of nature and the neces- 
sity of their exercise. Think you not, 
said he, there has been intellectual force, 
toil and privation sniSuicnt expended 
fince this place was Fort Washington, and 
Ohio a Territory,^not only to give charac- 
ter to her people but to mnko her sous 
good-soldiers and her motlifra and daugh- 
ters equal to the trials of the darkest 
hour, or eclipsing their own loveliness by 
the beauty of their mercy and humauity. 
He continued to trace tho traits (levejftped 
by tbe trials find labors inoideut^roIhe 
West and the march towards empire 
which 
she 
had 
made, 
and 
the 


honors she had enjoyed np to the period 
when the last and greatest honor she had 
received, ths election ot Lincoln, which 
was made tbe pretext of destoying the 
general government. Was it strange" that 
this people exhibited a devotion to tha 
Union and a patriotic order that signal- 
ized their efforts to the war by steadfast- 
ness under every trial and (success on 
every field. 


Descending • from this general view of 


Western character, he said we might chnl- 
lenge the past or tho future to exhibit 
better examples of its best qualities than 
were shown by our well hwloved ladies.

Who 
that would follow the marches of this ar- 
my during 18C2 3-4-5, but must feel that 
its sons were worthy their forefathers and 
of the land which fho Great Giver of good 
gifts had given thorn. Success in these 
mighty contests proves that there were in 
the coVrncils of their leaders 'the compre- 
hension of greatness and the foresight of 
genius.

Then 
this commander seemed to enjoy intellect- 
ual eminence that made the plans of other 
men like a map beneath him, apd a men- 
tal vision tliat pierced the future as tha 
eajtles' ejjp does the misty horizon, and 
wilh these exalted qualities he combined 
» rapidity of execution that startled their 
foes with its dreadful sweep and certainty. 
But their first commander possessing not 
mferior comprehension brought from his 
Western life no less valuable qualities 
than those of the expeditious Sherman. 


After graphically [describing the early 


reverses »nd -ore trials of Shiloh and the 
aub*<iu(!nt offensive movements, he said: 
The man hero was proved to be one of 
measureless persistence, a man as silent 
and resistless as nature, and with a men- 
tal endurance that outlasted all opposi- 
tion and seemed to rob defeat of its legiti- 
mate results, and expected ultimate vic- 
tory as the proper compensation "of early 
disaster. He spoke, too, of the advantage 
of the corps of staff officers in the depart- 
ments which exhibited a capacity equal 


to the severe demands, who measured the 
necessities of the army so fully and m«t 
them BO promptly aa to entitle them to 
the warmest praise. He noted also tha 
characteristics of the impetuous cavalry- 
man, Sheridan, followed in the same list 
by Hatch, Kilpatriok, Grierson, Wilson, 
Upton 
and 
others 
who were 
dis- 


tinguished 
in 
this 
nm -of 
the 


swrvice, 
and 
who 
showed 
that 


Western cavalry could become as efficient 
in fts proper sphere as any other" arnfof 
the service. The true soldier and phil- 
anthropist, nnited in Howard, and others, 
wKb had carried the lessons of tbe war in- 
to the walks of civil life and endeavored \a 
maintain tha reputation of the country 
for philanthropy and justice. The speak- 
er paid a tribute to the women ot ^the 
North for their devotion to the soldiers 
during the war the attribute of devotion 
to duty was alluded to and the best exam- 
ples claimed. Among tie dead, Thomas 
and Mower, were among those who had 
been

during the past year and 


were eulogized. In conclusion the speaker 
claimed the best qualities and highest de- 
'velopment of Western character were to 
be found in the masses 'of onr armies, that 
they really -were tho only truo repre- 
sentatives of the people and the republic. 
Aa a people we were proud of our past 
and present heroes. 


Applause was given heartily throughout 


the address, especial) y at the mention of 
the names of fftncoln, Grant, Sherman, 
MoPherson and other officers of the Army 
of the Tennessee.

a personal explanation, had read an ex- 
tract 1rom tha New York Herald of Fri- 
,day, describing the scene iu the Senate 
Chamber the previous day between, him- 
self and Butler. Davis also had re.id an 
extract from Butler's fpeenh in the Ho 
Tuesday, referring to the Kii Klux ol 
Kentucky, und exhibiting imputent r«ge 
iu tbo Senate, with winning and pipin 
voice, and unhonored old sge. Duvia thei 
narrated the story of Butler's seizing thi 
jilver plates and furniture of a man named 
Brothers, in New Orleans, und hiei inabil- 
ity to obtain the appointment of B select 
committee to investigate tho complaint 
against Butler, and then gives his own 
account of llio i-cene between himself and 
Butler list Ihursday, and concluded as 
follows: It was not my intention of bring- 
ing before tho Senate any controversy 
with the universally recogi i?ed black- 
guard, coward arid scoundrel of tho Uui- 
ted Sutep, who does not di.'aent from the 
general judgment against him. " 


The latter portion of this sentence was 


scarcely audible in comequenco of tbe 
Vice-President rapping vigorously with 
his gavel and declaring the Senator from 
Kentucky out of order.

to show that Blodgett's election was spur- 
ious, the subject was laid aside and the 
Senate took up the concurrent resolntion 
for a joint special investigating committee 
upon the South. 


Frelinghny sen then addressed tbe Sun- 


ate at length, eulogizing the reconstruc- 
tion policy of Congress as wise and benefi- 
cient and inspired hy mercy and clemency 
without a parallel. The government at 
the pnd of the war could hy right have 
confit>cated the entire property of rebels 
and bestowed it all upon their former 
slaves, by whose unrequited toil that 
property had been amassed.

Thut as suiend&d the con- 
stitution confers nit only national but 
State citbensbip upon all persons born or 
naturalised within our limits; that the 
citizen mechanic of Massachusetts could 
pursue his trade in Charleston, and if 
necessary, call upjn the whole power of 
the government to protect him. There- 
fore it w-is time that the cry of carpet- 
bagger, adventurer, and scallawag should 
cease in argument. On the right of Con- 
gress under tht|fourteenth amendment to 
establish a criminal code in all tha States 
for the protection of citizens and repres- 
sion of lawlessness, he remarked that he 
("did not propose that power should be ex- 
| ercised now, but urged the imperative and 
immediate necesisity of stringent legisla- 
tion to arrest the evils complained of. 


Pratt made a general review of the so- 


cial and politir*! condition discussed the 
constitutional power of Congress under. 
the 13tb, 14th, and loth amendments to 
arrest and punish perpetrators of outrages. 
He held that the practical refusal of State 
authorities to secure iqnal protection of 
tho laws to black and wtiite akko devolved 
upon Congress thnt duty and would justi- 
fy coercive legislation, of general applica- 
tion.
